Profitable Than Sellin g the

Carm an , of this coun ty, a practical 
farmer

experimen ted !

largely in the use of wheat for feed ­ 
in g stock for the purpose of d e te rm ­ 
in in g its fatten in g qualities as c o m ­ 
pared with corn , an d he man ifests 
a d ecid ed preferen ce for the former 
cereal. 
He said : 
“ I feed about on e hun d red b u s h ­ 
els of wheat mostly to sheep, an d I 
am satisfied there is n o grain on the 
farm that has so much of the essen ­ 
tial elemen ts for an imal growth as 
wheat. 
It has been d emon strated 
by men with whom I am person ally 
acquain ted that wheat fed to good , 
thrifty shoats will prod uce fourteen 
poun d s of pork to a bushel ot wheat. 
I n ever win tered my sheep on so 
small an amoun t of rough feed . 
I 
began very light, about on e-fourth 
p 'n t per head in a d ay an d g ra d u ­ 
ally in creased to on e pin t. 
This 
amoun t, with hay on ce a d ay an d 
plen ty of bright straw will keep a 


Hock 
of 
sheep in fin e con d ition . 
For breed in g ewes there is n o feed 
equal to wheat. It keeps them stron g 
an d healthy, an d I fin d that lambs 
are much stron ger an d better able to 
stan d up an d suck than when fed 
on corn . 
It is equally as ben eficial 
for all other live stock, especially 
for hogs an d cattle. 
If the farmers 
would con vert their surplus wheat 
in to first-class mutton , beef or pork 
It would brin g them far more mon ey 
than to hokl on to their crop un til 
somethin g 
turn s up to raise 
the 
price.” 
An other 
well 
in formed 
farmer 
says that to obtain the best results 
from feed in g stock with wheat the 
grain should be soaked before it is 
fed . 


Sen ator Jon es expects to presen t to 
the sen ate tod ay a statemen t from 
experts at the treasury d e[)artmen t 
showin g the average rate of d uties 
in the McKin ley law, the Wilson 
bill an d the sen ate amen d ed bill.
